As correctly stated in the Official Action, Claims 22-41 are pending in the present 
application. Claims 22-41 stand rejected. 



Information Disclosure Statements 
Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner initial and return to Applicants the 
PTO-1449 forms that accompanied the filing of the present application submitted on June 
19, 1998 and the Information Disclosure Statement filed on September 5, 2001. 
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Rejections Under the Judicially Created Doctrine of Obviousness-Type Double Patenting 
Claims 22-41 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as obvious over Claims 1-21 of U.S. Patent No. 5,928,629. Without 
conceding to the merits of this rejection, and solely in an effort to expedite prosecution.
